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Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues, in substance, that (1) there is no motivation to combine Rakavy and Chiu, (2) Rakavy teaches away from the claimed 
invention since the line utilization is a percentage of time and that the previous arguments pertaining to the bytes/second ignores features 
of the Rakavy invention. 

As to point (1 ) the Office has met its burden of proof in motivation to combine the Rakavay and Chiu references. Applicant will notice on 
page 3 of the Final Office action (mailed August 19, 2005) that motivation was provided. By this rationale, the rejection is maintained. 

As to point (2) Applicant is correct in citing case law that the disclosure must be taken as a whole, however Applicant must realize that 
one of ordinary skill in the art would consider the disclosure as a whole as well. Merely focusing on the feature that low line utilization is 
a percentage of time would not consider the feature of monitoring the bytes/second values retrieved from the operating system of the 
computer. The Office in no way believes that the feature of low line utiization solely relies on the percentage of time and as such would 
consider the bytes/second transferred in determining the threshold values. By this rationale, the rejection is maintained.
